The announcement by the Central Ohio Transit Authority that it would develop an 
expanded service plan to improve the quality and reach of the transit system couldn't 
come a moment too soon for one Northeast Columbus community leader 

Bill Dodson, head of the Northeast Area Commission, has been pushing the transit 
authority to expand its lines for several years, in order to link northeast area residents 
with a burgeoning pool of job opportunities

When Everett D. Reese. former City National Bank (now Bank One) chairman 
and philanthropist, died Wednesday, May 24 at the agé of 97,.he was recalled by 
many for a host of philanthropic and community activities 

He was the founder of the President's Club at Ohio State University; establisher 
of a fund at the Columbus Foundation to assist in support of a number of different 
organizations, and evenserved on the faculty of a number of universities 

But to James Wade, a retired Columbus Public Schoo! administrator, the 
culmination of Ev Reese's career asa businessman, philanthropist and educator 
could be seen in his support of a small Black school in Mississippi 

For Reese was also the major benefactor of the Piney Woods School, a boarding 
school for Blacks in. Jackson which became famous for its focus on self-reliance 
and industry. 

During a long tenure as board member and chairman, Wade recalled, Reese 
poured countless hours into strengthening the -school's finafcial management 
systems and financial resources. He enlisted a corps of fellow business leaders 
in Central Ohio to help him fund and run the school. And he used his connections 
within the banking and business community in Mississippi to help the graduates 


of the school find jobs

“Ev Reese set it up on a top-flight 
business and financial basis," 
which has continued to this day, 
Wade said 

Wade saw Ev Reese up close 
and personal. For it was Wade, 
who retired from the Columbus 
Public Schools in 1974 as the 
assistant superintendent of 
teacher personnel, whom Reese 
recruited to come run Piney 
Woods when its founder, 
Lawrence Jones, retired thal 
year. Wade served there for 11 
years, as the school continued to 
grow. And he ascribes much of 
the success he, and the founder 
Jones, experienced to the wise 
financial hand and potent sup- 
port of Reese 

“When | went to the school 
the endowment was ap- 
proximately $7 million, and when 
| left it was approximately $20 
million,” Wade said. “And it was 
due to Ev Reese that we were 
able to make success in the 
fundraising efforts, and in 
strengthening the curriculum." 

Reese had heard about the 
Piney Woods school through his 
active involvement in the 
American Bankers Association 
"He had heard about Piney 
Woods from one of his banker 
friends, about this school in Mis- 
sissippi educating kids to work 
with the hands, heads and 
heart," Wade remembered. "He 
visited the school, and was so 
impressed with the philosophy 
and work ethic that he became 
active in the school." 

Reese used his business ex- 
pertise to establishe financial 
systems in the school. He used 
his connections throughout the 
business community in Missis- 
sippi to bring in additional sup- 
port for the school. Reese took 
responsibility for upgrading the 
school's physical plant, took 
responsibility for assisting many 
of the young peaple in receiving 
dental care, and introduced soc- 
cer to the campus 

And he enlisted an extraordi- 
nary group of Central Ohio busi- 
ness leaders ta help him, 
including Sam Davis, head of 
Liqui-Box; J. Ralph Riley, owner 
of Suburban Motor Freight; and 
Seward Schooler, head of Bank 
One.in Coschocton. Reese also 


has offered to meet with POER 
members individually. “I'll talk 
tothem as police officers who have 
a concern," he said, "| have had no 
requests from POER otficers to 
speak to me that | havent 
honored.” 

There seems to be no end in 
sight of the conflict between POER 
and Jackson. In his statement, 
Moss said POER and the NBPA 
“tried tol commiinicate with Chief 
Jackson before our problems 
reached a climax, Letters were 
sent to Chief Jackson, Mayor 
Lashutka, and city council mem- 
bers to resolve our issues. The 
POER and the NBPA don't take 
pride attacking an African 
American (police chief whose) 
leadership and managerial style 
allows African American police of- 
ficers to be discriminated against.’ 

“The real problem here in my 
estimation is James Moss," Jack- 
son said during the interview with 
the Call and Post. He said Moss 
was facing several charges when 
he left the police force a year ago 
and ts bitter he wasn't paid money 
he feels he's entitled to. “(Moss) 
has only been vocal since he's 
been president of POER. Moss has 
his own agenda.” 

Moss refutes Jackson's claim 
"The truth of the matter is that | 
retired from the Columbus Police 
Department on a disability," Moss 
said. “If | was afraid of Chief 
Jackson's pending charges, | could 
have resigned earlier, | have never 
been afraid to face any issue con- 
cerning me or the POER. | will

“It was during his tenure on 
the board that we got the school 
accredited, with the State of Mis- 
sissippi and the Southern As- 
sociation of Accreditation of 
Schools," Wade said. "The 
school started to take on a 
second plateau." 

Wade was introduced to 
Reese through his role as a 
senior administrator in the 
Columbus Public Schools -- the 
first Black to serve in the 
superintendent's cabinet 
“During that time, when | was an 
assistant superintendent of 
teacher personnel, Ev Reese 
asked me, since | was traveling 
through the country hiring 
teachers, to help submit some 
names to him tor a possible suc- 
cessor to Lawrence Jones, who 
was the founder al Piney Woods 
school," since Jones, who would 
be dead a year later, was step- 
ping down. Finally, Wade him- 
self was bitten by the bug of the 
school, which has been national- 
ly recognized for its efforts since 
the 1950s. 

“Ev Reese asked me to go 
down and take a look at the 
school, And | did, and stayed 
there a few days," Wade said. It 
was then that he was hooked 
"When | saw the place, it really 
electrified me. | was getting up 
in age, and my wife and | wanted 
to do something to help poor 
Black kids in Mississippi. After 
talking to Mr. Reese, we decided 
we would make that move, We 
decided to go and give it a 
whack." After 11 successful 
years, Wade retired from Piney 
Woods in 1985, and moved back 
to Columbus. 

"Ev Reese was very in- 
strumental in encouraging Ruth 
and James Wade to set up the 
Ruth and James Wade endowed 
scholarship. fund in Piney Woods 
school, helps the three top stu- 
dents in the school each year to 
go on to college,” Wade said; 

Through his catalytic effort to 
help build the school, Wade 
believes, Reese was a force for 
good throughout Mississippi 
"He was really an influential per- 
son, without any fanfare, in get- 
ting places open for (Piney 
Woods graduates). and helping 
any of hem who needed help. 
And he did it in a kind of a quiet 
manner, a quiet and effective 
manner.”

the fabric of the nation than an informed and 

active voting constituency. There is an absolute 
need for all the voices in our society to be heard, and the 
one message that all politicians respond to is the message 
of the voter 

Sadly, thousands of Black Columbusites -- more than 
44,000 at last count -- are currently incapable of making 
their voices heard in our city. That's because they are not 
registered to vote. 

Last week, a wide-ranging community effort involving 
the Columbus Urban League, the Coalition of Concerned 
Black Citizens, the Columbus NAACP, and the Ohio AFL- 
CIO was unveiled to press for expanded voter registration 
in the Black community. It is the beginning of a push to 
ensure that the maximum number of Black ‘voters are 
registered for the upcoming election. 

Those 44,000 Black voters who decided not to register 
fo vote have failed to use the power that they have been 
granted that allows them to make a difference. Backers 
of the voler registration plan noted that, in 1991, Ben Espy 
lost to now-Mayor Greg Lashutka by only 6,902 votes, If 
even halt of those unregistered voters had registered, and 


f es is nothing more important to the success of 


voted, Espy would likely be expecting a second term as 
mayor today. 

As the backers of this plan have stated, the push for 
expanded voter registration is coming at a critical time. 
What the Republicans are calling "devolution® -- the return- 
ing of authority and responsibility for many programs to 
the states and cities -- will impose tremendous respon- 
sibility on local governments to address the needs of their 
constituents. Blacks are going to be particularly affected 
by the political winds which are blowing in Washington, 
And we must make our voices heard in Columbus as well 
to ensure that any changes that are made are done only 
with our involvement and participation. 

The voter registration effort will begin with a workshop 
on June 3 at the Urban League, and a Voter Registration 
Project, which will attempt to register a number of voters 
in Trevitt Heights, on June 10, We urge all unregistered 
voters to get registered -- and all registered voters to work 
to register unregistered friends, family members, and 
neighbors. 5

A setback for education 


state has a history of discriminating against 

Blacks -- a history so clear that its own Black 

itizens had to go to the U.S. Supreme Court in 

order to enter its public universities.. Despite this ruling, 

custom, and possibly practice. prevailed for years to keep 

Blacks out: at the state's flagship university in the 1970s, 

only about one percent of the students were Black, in a 
state in which 25 percent of the population was Black 

in 1978, in the wake of a Justice Department investiga- 
lion of such disparities, it institutes a program to set aside 
a small portion -- only one percent -- of ail its financial aid 
to use to draw competitive high-achieving Black students 
into the school, Only 30 students per year are covered by 
the grants, hardly denying white students the resources 
to be entered. And the program is successful; today, 12 
percent of the school's 24,000 undergraduates are Black 

This is a program which should be held up as a.model 
for the nation, right? It should be applauded as a way to 
stimulate the increase in numbers of "qualified" Black 
students into the schools; right? It should be defended 
completely by all who support both merit and equality in 
our public discourse, right? 

But in fact, the Benjamin Banneker scholarship at the 
University of Maryland has been struck down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, which refused to rule on a case overturn- 
ing the scholarship program from the Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals. And we are becoming increasingly convinced 
that the old arguments about race-based scholarship 
programs are a mere ruse to overturn Black progress ina 
society that remains increasingly conscious of race and 
class 

The Benjamin Banneker Scholarship was challenged 
by a white student, who had a Hispanic mother, and 
applied for the scholarship and was turned! down, The 
Washington Legal Foundation, a right-wing group op- 
posed to all affirmative action programs, sued on his 
behalf, and won in the fourth circuit. The decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court not to hear the case means that the 
ruling will stand 

Although the ruling will currently affect only states in 
the South, there is a powerful irony to that. By the 
Supreme Court's ruling, those states in the region which 
has the strong history of creating racial barriers to the 
advancement of Blacks -- to the point of segregating 
schools, rest rogms and water fountains; denying the right 
of Blacks to vote; and even killing those who tried -- will

n what was unquestionably a big decision for the 

administration of Governor George Voinovich, a 

three-judge pane! agreed with the governor's posi- 
tion that Asian Indians belong under the purview of the 
state's minority business procurement program 

Appeals Court Judge G. Gary Tyack, writing for the 
court, held that Asian Indians -- who fot years had been 

viewed by state officials as ineligible for the program -- 
were properly added to the program under the Voinovich 
administration's reading of the requirements 

Asian indians, Tyack wrote on behalf of a 3-0 majority, 
are properly considered "Orientals", covered under the 
law, because they are on the Asian subcontinent, based 
on a dictionary definition of the term “Oriental” 

But this rendering certainly overrules the decision 
made by a hearing officer in the case -- as well as the 
understanding of the state's Joint Committee on Agency 
Rule Review, which rejected the Celéste administration's 
effort to specifically include Asian Indians under the state's 
program. 

When that effort was made in 1984, JCARR voted 
unanimously to reject the rule proposed by the Celeste 
administration as being inconsistent with the legislature's 
intent In enacting the law. At that time, the state's Black 
legislators gnanimously challenged the Celeste 
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no be prohibited from creating race-specific programs to 
remedy their own apartheid, 

The attorney who argued the case on behalf of the 
Washington Legal Foundation, made such a point about 
the ruling. “The University of Maryland is a school with a 
history of excluding all Blacks into the very recent past,” 
said Richard Samp. “If the University of Maryland is not 
allowed to offer these kinds of scholarships, | don't know 
who is.” In effect, there is almost no place in the United 
States which could meet the standard that is now in place 
in the South. 

in upholding this decision, the Supreme Court seemed 
to be rejecting its own precedents 

In the Croson case, the Supreme Court said that 
institutions which have had a history of discrimination did 
have the right, and responsibility, to redress that dis- 
crimination -- and they could redress it in a race-conscious 
fashion, if they could demonstrate the history of dis- 
crimination with some degree of specificity. In this case. 
the University of Maryland attempted to demonstrate the 
history. But the Fourth Circuit -- and, by failing to review 
it, the Supreme Court, simply said that all their arguments 
regarding the history were unpersuasive. 

So the Fourth Circuit, and now the Supreme Court, are 
saying that, while in theory institutions must correct their 
own histories of discrimination, there is almost no case in 


“which that history will be practically presumed to be a 


criterion for court approval 

But what is the consequence of such a policy? Even 
small, non-intrusive tools of racial parity, such as the 
Banneker scholarship, will be threatened, But left in place 
will be instruments which, as the NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund rightly noted, continue to allow whites and others to 
receive race-specific scholarship funds. That seems to 
reflect the tenor of the times: the only folks who are not 
allowed to receive race-specific benefits are the ones who 
need them most desperately, 

Since there has been no formal ruling on the case, 
face-based scholarship programs are still allowed to exist 
in other states outside the South, and there is no move to 
eliminate the programs at Ohio State University. At the 
same time, we hope that there will be no retreat on 
race-based scholarships. There is a continued need to 
ensure that resources are targeted to Blacks in order to 
tear down the walls that racism -- both historic and ongoing 
-- have built.

administration's effort, arguing that there had been no 
finding of any discrimination against Asian indians that 
would justify their inclusion under the state's set-aside law. 

it is stunning that the courts would unanimously reject 
what appears to us to be a clear example of the 
legislature's intent. It is disturbing because the Voinovich 
administration's decision was made during a period when 
Asian Indian business interests had given the governor 
$278,000 for his election campaign, raising the specter of 
public policy making tied closely to campaign contributions 
-- a notion that the Voinovich administration has vigorously 
denied. 

it is clear that the decision will further water down the 
benefits and affect of the minority business set-aside law 
at a time when it is absolutely essential for many minority- 
owned businesses, The minority business set-aside pro- 
gram has already contributed hundreds of millions of 
dollars into the coffers of businesses which have been 
historically excluded from the marketplace. But the pro- 
gram as designed to give a competitive advantage, in a 
narrowly-defined marketplace, to firms which have been 
the victims of discrimination. It is disappointing that a 
class of wealthy, successful businesses will be able to 
gain that special access to the marketplace without any 
finding of past discrimination,

He is one of the senior legislative 
voices in Ohio, a man who spent 27 
yams at the heartbeat of the capital. 

is legislative record and clout was 
unquestioned: he was the first (and 
only) Black ever to serve as chairman 
of either legislative finance commit- 
tee; the first Black to sit on the power- 
ful controlling board, where he struck 
fear into the hearts of bureaucrats 
with his precise and pointed ques- 
tioning; one of the key senators of 
either race or party for a number of 
years, who could induce a hush from the gallery when 
he prepared to speak on the senate floor. 

In the annals of Black politicians in the state of Ohio, 
Bill Bowen is ranked in a pantheon on which only one 
other person, the late legendary C. J. McLin, is allowed 
to sit. These two -- McLin in the House, and Bowen in 
the senate -- were the pillars on which the state's 
minority business set-aside law, House Bill 584, would 
rest. ey were the leaders who would not only fight 
for minority business set-asides, but also for money for 
minority programs in the state's biennial budgets. 
Through persuasion, wheedling, coercion and horse- 
trading, they generally were able to come away from 
the budget with a powerful imprint. 

C.J. McLin is gone, having passed away in 1988. 
And now, Bill Bowen is gone from the legislative wars, 
having stepped away from the Ohio Senate to chal- 
lenge then-incumbent congressman David Mann in a 
primary; his seat in the legisiature is now being held by 
Republican Janet Howard. 

But now, as he approaches 70 -- and having 
recovered completely from a near-fatal illness incurred 
shortly after the primary defeat -- Sen. William F. 
Bowen remains erect, committed --.and opinionated. 

If there is anyone who remains "The Senator", it is 
Bill Bowen, even in his new role as overseer and 

jodfather of the Ohio Association of African-American 
usiness Owners. He looks on-the political scene 
today with concern, and some disappointment. 

/hat he sees is an environment in which minority 
business -- one of the major battlegrounds on which 
his reputation was made -- is under intense attack 
across the country, and in Columbus. 

"It's bad out there,” Bowen said recently in an 
interview. The political language on discrimination -- 
language which has generally focused on a or 
modifying remedies rather than eliminating them -- has 
now shifted: across the country, there has been discus- 
sion of erasing the entire structure of affirmative action 
remedies which have been built up over the past 30 
years, 

Bowen has a certain ambivalence about Gov. 
George Voinovich. On the one hand, he believes that 
the governor has his heart in the right place about 
advancing the cause of minority business set-asides. 

In any other time, this support would be sufficient 
for assuring the future of the program. But the present 
mood of attack on civil rights programs, including af- 
firmative action and minority business set-asides, is 
riding a potent political wave, which just may sweep 
the governor up in its wake. 

Voinovich has been touted as the vice-president on 
the ticket of Sen. Bob Dole, a notion he has tut-tutted 
only perfunctorily. And already, Dole -- recognizing the 
rising tide of antagonism to affirmative action and

minority business set-asides -- has joined his more 
right-wing Republican rivals in opposition to ail affirm- 
ative action programs, after a career as a strong sup- 
porter of affirmative action. 

Bowen also sees an environment in which the 
Republicans outside of the governor have 
demonstrated very little support for affirmative action 
and minority business programs at all. Columbus-area 
state senator Gene Watts has already introducéd a bill 
which would decimate the state's MBE program by 
adding women-owned businesses to the program and 
eliminating any business which had been certified for 
more than five years -- thus erasing hundreds of exist- 
ing businesses from the program. 

There is some sentiment in the legislature for Watts’ 
bill, Bowen believes: the thing holding back its tide in 
a legislature ruled by Republicans is the continued 
support of the governor for affirmative action programs. 
But that could be a tenuous anchor, 

“We have to keep the pressure on" the governor, 
Bowen believes, because, while he may be committed 
to affirmative action programs, “there are people pull- 
ing on him" who do not share is commitment. 

Despite his broad support for affirmative action, the 
governor is also faulted by Bowen for the debacle on 
Asian Indians. The Asian-Indian businesses were 
determined in September, 1991, to be part of the 
state's minority business program, with no hearings on 
the part of anne and against the wishes of the 
state's Black legislators, who had been champions of 
the mi business program. 

“They shouldn't have been™ added to the program, 
“and they shouldn't be" in the program, Bowen 
believes. 

The decision made by Voinovich to include Asian 
Indians in the state's program, after their exclusion for 
the first decade of the program, was ultimately upheld 
by the Franklin County Common Pleas Court Judge 

‘ommy Thompson, and later unanimously by a three- 
judge appeals court panel. But the governor's action 
to include the Asian-Indians as a covered group under 
the state's law was tarnished, in the minds of some 
observers, because the governor had taken $278,000 
in campaign contributions from Asian-indian business 
interests. 

In a desperate environment, the key for Bowen is 
simple: education of Biack businesses. 

“We should be getting getting as many African- 
Americans as we can, educating them in the implica- 
tions of what's happening in our society,” Bowen said. 
And they must be mobilized to act. 

“Hf you don't show some strength, you're going to 
get trampled,” the legislative lion said.

Cyzygy (/si-zi-gee/) is an ex- 
plosive four day gathering of the 
extended City Year community - 
past, present and future - to 
demonstrate the power and magic 
of idealism and national service, 

The construction of the 
playgrounds is the highlight of 
Gyzygy. The playgrounds are a 


symbol! of the kinds of things City 
Year people are capable of. 

The playgrounds will be built at 
Indianola Middle School and the 
Emerald Glen housing develop- 
ment. The majority of the work will 
take place June 15 in d barn-raising 
Style.

Columbus City Year participants 
say Columbus was chosen as the 
site of the Cyzygy because Colum- 
bus is a major city of caring. "It is 
important to bring people together 
in service," Marvin Mitchell, com- 
munications assistant, said. "We 
will show how each of us can make 
a difference in someoneelse's life." 
» City Year is a national service 
organization under the umbrella of 
AmeriCorps. Young people ages 17 
to 23 devote a year of thejr life to 
service in the community. 

Columbus is just one of several 
cities the national organization is in. 
Other cities include Boston, Mass.; 
Columbia S.C.; Chicago, Ill.; San 
Jose, ’Calif.; Providence, R.!. An ad- 
ditional site will be added in San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Cyzygy is being supported by a 
Challenge Grant from the Echoing 
Green Foundation and is being 
sponsored by National City Bank, 
MCI, WBNS-TV Channel 10, United 
Health Care of Ohio, Inc., Wendy's, 
and U.S, Health Corporation, The 
conference is being hosted by The 
Ohio State University. 

The project is a collaborative 
development of. The Columbus 
Housing tealdoriny Lutheran So- 
cial Services and City Year. Cam- 
pus Partners is also part of the 
collaboration for the Indianola Mid- 
die Schoo! playground. 

In addition to the playgrounds 
and kids carnival, Cyzygy par- 
ticipants. will beautify downtown 
neighborhoods with trees and 
flowers. 

Volunteers are still needed for 
the playgrounds and carnival. 
Volunteers will be helping in many 
ways including construction, help- 
ing with children’s activities, assist- 
ing in food preparation and serving, 
Donation of materials is also 
needed including pressure-treated 
lumber, nuts, blots, washers, tires, 
pipes, chain, concrete, paint, 
flowers and landscape materials. 

Cyzygy organizers are also in 
need of power and hand tools for 
the six days. Any tools loaned will 
be marked and stored in a secured 
trailer on site. Any tools lost or 
broken will be repaired or replaced. 
Financial contributions are also 
being accepted. No amount is too 
small.. With the buy-a-board pro- 
gram, people can contribute finan- 
cially by buying boards at $3 a 
piece. 

Rachel Solotaroff is the Cyzygy 
conference director. Solotaroffsaid 
the cost of the playgrounds is 
$150,000 to $200,000. But with all 
of the volunteer hours the actual 
cost of the playgrounds has been 
brought down to $50,000 to 
$60,000. 

Solotaroff said community 
response to the service projects 
and the conference has been 
favorable. "Response from the 
community has been exciting,” she 
said, Campus Partners have also 
been part of the collaboration forthe 
Indianola Middle’ School 
playground. 

*“Cyzygy is a tremendous oppor- 
tunity for the city of Columbus in 
terms especially of various service 
projects," Hearcel Craig of City Year 
said. 

Craig said he believes Colum- 
bus was chosen as the site for the 
national conference because the 
“thinking of Columbus mirrors the 
nation in many ways." He said 
Columbus is also centrally located 
as far as.City Year branches. "The 
community is based on giving.

he Emerald Glen complex is a 
130-unit apartment complex CHP is 
building in partnership» with 
Lutheran Social Services of Central 
Ohio. It is located just outside the 
outerbelt near Westland Shopping 
Center. There are two, three and 
four-bedroom. apartments in the 
complex, 30 percent of which have 
been priced to meet the needs of 
minimum wage workers. The rest 
are priced to fit the economic needs 
of other very low income families. A 
three bedroom apartment will rent 
for $245 to $450, far below the 
market rents in Columbus, 

The residents of Emerald Glen 
work at Kroger, Wendy's, South- 
western City Schools, Riverside 
Hospital, Big Bear, Consolidated 
Stores and for other area 
employers. Their incomes range 
from $12,000 to $26,000. They are 
hard working, low-income families 
who str@ggle to find housing that is 
affordable, decent and safe. 

The Emerald Glen has two 
creeks and is surrounded by trees. 
It is a great place fo raise children - 
that's why they named it “Emerald 
Glen." With street names like Lion 
Drive, Tiger and Bear Street. 
There's a park and community 
theatre for the children and their 
parents and begins with amusing 
sculpted characters from the 
"Wizard of Oz" and the Emerald 
Kingdom." Children and their 
parents can stroll along the Yellow 
Brick Road and cross swinging 
bridges to get to the Wizard himself. 
An area like this makes a com- 
munity feel safe, promotes a heal-, 
thy atmosphere and a feeling of 
family. 

The residents, who will work 
along with the community and City 
Year volunteers, will have an oppor- 
tunity to get to know their neighbors 
in- an informal setting. They will 
develop a sense of pride from what 
they accomplish by working 
together. They will get a chance to 
see what a community is all about. 

The playground is built over a 
four-day period and requires the as- 
sistance of volunteers with specific 
skills (carpentry and construction), 
as well as help from others who can 
lend their supervisory experience, 
organizational skills, food service 
(picnic style) know-how and child 
management abilities.

‘Tales’ 
scares 
audience 
straight 


Welcome to the hood -- or is it Hell? 

That's the question the filmmakers of 

~ “Tales from the Hood," a new action-hor- 
ror flick, are posing to audiences. 

"Tales from the Hood," presented by 
Spike Lee's 40 Acres And A Mule 
Filmworks production company and 
Savoy Pictures, is an anthology that 
weaves together four frightening stories 
The action begins when three young 
street hustlers played by Joe Torry, De’- 
Aundre Bonds and Samuel Monroe Jr. 
stumble into a funeral home and are 
gieos by a sinister mortician played by 

larence Williams Ill ("The Mod 
Squad,” “Purple Rain"). 

Mr, Simms, the mortician, scares the 
pants off of these tough young thugs with 
his macabre storytelling. In the first in- 
stallment, "Rogue Cop Revelation," a 
racist cop who killed a Black community 
activist gets his comeuppance when he 
ventures into a cemetery. The story 
raises the issue of brutality and racism in 
the police force, similar to the Rodney 
King and O.J. Simpson cases. 

In the second installment, "Boys Do 
Get Bruised," David Alan Grier ("In 
Living Color") helps a 10-yer-old boy con- 
front physical and psychologically 
abusive demons. 

Corbin Bernsen ("L.A. Law") makes 
an unlikely visitto the "hood" in the third 
instalment, called "KKK Comeuppance." 
Bernsen plays an ex-Klan leader who is 
running for governor in the deep South, 
Bernsen's evil character is haunted by 
the ghosts of slaves who were murdered 
centuries a Bi on the plantation he owns, 

“When | heard of ‘Tales from the 
Hood’, | had been looking for filmmakers 
who were out to make a difference. In 
some ways, we're alta little racist," is how 
Bernsen describes his role in the film's 
production notes. "We're all a little in- 
timidated, and there is the tendency to 
make fun of anyone who's not like our- 
selves. There's always some dividing 
line. And one of my goals along this 
journey in life is to see how close | can 
get to eroding that line towards other 
people." 

In the fourth and final tale, Rosalind 
Cash ("Fresh Prince of Bel Air") plays a 
scientist who runs a lab designed to 
deprogram violent criminals. An inmate 
named Crazy K (Lamont Bentley) is 
tortured until he understands the pain he 
has inflicted on others. 

Scared senseless by the mortician's 
tales, the thugs who stumbled into the 
funeral home turn their lives around. 

"Tales from the Hood" is the second 
collaborative effort by director Rusty 
Cundieff and producer Darin Scott. 
Their previous project, “Fear of A Black 
Hat," which was praised by critics, was 
the hip-hop equivalent of the music in- 
dustry spoof "Spinal Tap." When Lee saw 
“Fear,” he immediately called Cundieff to 
help him get “Tales” off the ground. 

During a recent phone interview, Wil- 
liams, who plays the mortician, related 
that the filmmakers intended to send a 
positive message with “Tales.” 

"This particular film is a bit different 
than what one would think of as a horror 
film," he said. With the moralistic tone of 
"Tales," Cundieff and Scott wanted to 
scare kids straight -- literally, "They mar- 
ried (the positive theme) to the horror 
genre," said Williams. "That's what gets 
kids in the theater." 

"My character, for lack of a better 
description, is the master of 
ceremonies,” Williams said of his mor- 
ticlan character, Many of the roles he has 
portrayed on-screen have been serious 
and intense but he enjoyed playing the 
ghoulish mortician because "my role in 
this movie is comedy as well" as horror, 
he said, 

The chills in “Tales” don’t come so 
much from monsters and ghosts, but 
from gritty, urban, real-life sityations. 
"What's scary to me is human behavior, 
what people do to each other," Williams 
explained, ‘ 4 

"Tales from the Hood" is currently out 
in theaters nationwide.

‘Letters from Our Elders’ bridges generation gap 


Grandparents Living Theatre (GLT) 
opens its mew play "Letters from Our 
Elders: A Celebration of African- 
American Life and Culture" on Thursday, 
June 8 at the Davis Discovery Center, 
549 Franklin Ave.

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Youth organization launches 
ambitious ’Three Cs Project’

African-American youth, you. either Have to be gang-banging 
troublemaker or a squeaky clean superachiever to getienion But what 
about the majority of the kids who are in the middie? The kids who go to 
school every day, do their work and get average grades, but don't get 
any recognition? Who will lend thém a helping hand? Who will help them 
develop their potential and encourage them to be all they can be? 

Young People in Action, inc., is a grassroots leadership organization 
designed to help all Black youth :- the reformed troublemakers, the 
Superachievers and the ones in the middle -- develop! their leadership 
potential. Young People In Action was founded by Asad Shabazzin 1984 
At 17, Shabazz was a troubled youth who made a choice to abandon the 
street life and make something of himself 

In its 11-year history, Young People In Action has helped over 500 
young people strive for excellence. The organization is launching a new 
initiative called the “Three Cs Project,” an effort to recruit youth in 
Columbus, Cleveland and Cincinnati. 

Through the “Three Cs Project," Young People In Action plans to 
provide intensive leadership training to 240 to 480 Black high school 
students in 24 schools in the three cities. Youth who maintain at least a 
2.5 grade point average will attend weekly meetings and receive 
guidance in how to set goals, achieve them and inspire others to do the 
same am 
“Young people who are willing to challenge themselves, willing to 
challenge their peers, willing to challenge the system, that's who we're 
looking for," said Shabazz 

Young People In Action receives some government funding but it is 
seeking grassroots support for the "Three Cs Project.” ShaBazz says the 
“Three Cs Project" needs initial funding of about $300,000 a year for two 


to five years to get off the ground. After that, the program will be

"We also need support 
from businesses and individuals." Shabazz pointed out that all 
Young People In Action needs for 30,000 people in Columbus, 
Cleveland and Cincinnati to donate $10 a year 

People should invest in Young People In Action's positive efforts 
instead of throwing good money after bad causes, Shabazz said. 

"With some of the organizations that get big funding, you don't 
really see the results of what they've done," said Shabazz. “They're 
getting funding to deal with kids who are already in trouble. We 
have a problem with thal because we know the majority of our Black 
youth are not in trouble. We are gradually losing those kids 
because they're not getting rewarded," ° 

Shabazz believes young Black people who are doing good 
things don’t get enough exposure in the media. "We do exclusives 
on Martin Luther King but not on what his dream has produced," 
said Shabazz 
. Young People tn Action not only gives positive reinforcement to 
young people but involves them in constructive activities during 
after-school hours and provides alternatives to getting in trouble. 

“We want to create an environment that is conducive to excel- 
lence and change," said Shabazz

Dudley: Powerbroker

How can Black Americans gain empower- 
ment when we regularly prove that.we dont 
even know what “power" is? For example, in 
the May issue of Ebony magazine, an issue in 
which it celebrated its 50th year as being the 
number one Black magazine in America, it 
listed the “10Q Most Influential Black 
Americans.” According to Ebony’s edit 
listing includes those people who 
decisive way the lives, thinking and actions of 
large segments of Black America and, in many 
cases, White America.” Illustrating the em 
phasis that blacks still put on politics for their 
empowerment," readers of this column, and 
Ebony, should note that all 41 of the blacks who 
serve in the United States congress are listed

But, if you think that these are the “power 
players” in our community, who do you think 
the white people in America would list as the 
power players in their-community? Surely, the 
names of the heads of Ford, AT&T a 
peopie who push the buttons that me 
economic engines of America go, would be 
among their listings 

Aname that was overlooked on Ebony's 100 
Most Influential was that of Joe L. Dudley, Sr 
And because Black Americans are so preoc- 
cupied with politics and gaining government 
office: most probably don't know that Joe Dud- 
ley is one of the real power players in Black 
America. Owner and chief executive officer of 
the 52nd largest company on the Black 
Enterprise 100, Dudley heads a $30 million 
plus enterprise effort that includes manufactur- 
ing of beauty and hair products, distribution 
channels for beauty arid cosmetics products 
that employ hundreds of pe beauly 
salons, real estate, a hotel, a travel agency and 
a publishing entity. Joe Dudley is the kind of 
Black American that is definitely influential in 
Black economics. He circulates dollars in our 
communities, employs people from our com 
munities and-provides career opportunities for 
people in our communities 

Recipient of the 1995 Horatio Alger Award 
Joe. Dudley, at least, has been recognized by 
white movers and shakers for his economic 
and human contributions. He has proven him 
self to be a leader in touching the lives of young 
men and women across the nation by letting 
them know they can achieve what their minds 
believe. A person who was considered 
retarded as a young boy, he remembers what 
his mother said to him at an early age. "Son, 
the people say you won't be anybody. Joe, | 
believe in you.- Fool them! They don't think 
you'll make it. Fool them! Be somebody!" He 
did and as selected, along with nine others, by 
the Horatio Alger Association of Distinguished 
Americans, to receive the prestigious award in 
1995 because of the integrity and per 
severance he exhibits in inspiring people. 

Dudley's economic reach was expanded 
beyond the shores of the Atlantic and Pacific 
After having made two visits to the Republic of 
Zimbabwe, Dudley recently received His Ex- 
cellency Robert Magabe, president of Zim- 
babwe at his business complex in North 
Carolina. Dudley's company has agreed to 
work with Zimbabwe's Harare Polytech and 
Chinoy! Technical Teachers College to develop 
a Department of Cosmetology to provide stu- 
dents there with training in and access to up- 
to-date product technology and styling 
techniques. The program, scheduled for im- 
plementation in September 1995, illustrates 
the joint venturing with African nations that so 
many politicians are currently posturing about 

Up from poverty to riches, Dudley, 57, was 
born in a three-room farmhouse in Aurora, NC 
He was retained in the first grade and labeled 
mentally retarded and suffered a speech im- 
pediment. In later life Dudley becamea protege 
of Mr. S.B. Fuller of Fuller Products fame 
Dudley later became president of Fuller 
Products, He built a 37,500 square foot 
manufacturing facility in Greensboro, NC in 
1986 and opened the Dudley Cosmetology 
University in 1989, He operates five beauty 
colleges around the country and owns a hotel 
and convention complex 

Although he is not listed as one of the "100 
Most Influential Black Americans” Dudley has 
received a 1991 “Points of Light" Award from 
President. George Bush. Dudley employs al- 
most 500 people and has signed a three-year 
contract.to sponsor the "Bobby Jones Gospel 
Show." 

He is not a politician, or government appoin- 
tee, but Joe Dudley is what we should be 
thinking of when we use the term “Black 
Power.” He is the type of Black American that 
definitely affects, in a decisive way, the lives, 
thinking and actions of large segments of the 
black population. And, he does it by his 
economic contributions. With more clout in this 
capitalistic society than civil rights leaders, 
judges, most mayors and corporate managers, 
Joe Dudley is black powerbroker who thinks, 
and acts, as if itis all about "It's a Black Thang.”
